(1) a pipeline resource including entries that are selectably flushable on an address space basis and (2) hashing an address space 
identifier with a portion of a value before storage of the value and the address space identifier. The examiner respectfully disagrees with 
these arguments. 

As per the first argument, Zuraski teaches a pipeline resource including entries that are selectably flushable on an address space basis 
[see column 13, lines 3-1 1 , some of the loaded address are no longer valid, consequently these addresses are flushed.] 

As per the second argument, Zuraski teaches hashing an address space identifier with a portion of a value before storage of the value and 
the address space identifier [see column 1 , lines 11-41, virtual to physical mapping where the TLB stores portion of the virtual address and 
the corresponding physical address.]. 
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
